-Ajrong thn quectJons anked on Tarch 25th tms whether CVJ/J1B2KS 
could recall eny persons with ^vhom he, together with ALGEK niS^|?were 
associated during HISS* alleged connection with CFIA.MBEKS in espionage nat- 
ters. IjH/ CFAI.'EHl^S related ho r/cp.lled telllns thorn that both' kne*;? JOHII 
£KCK/ij;^probeh/y l^AJ.IK LIEBEk^end as an after-thought added the naiie of 
Colonel LArTBjf^ln a previous interview I'R* CH^f'EK'hS related the following 
Informotlon concerning his knov/lcdgeyof Colonel LAl'B; 

Colonol KAII IVA;; L/Jr;;^ac, according to CHJ^JCBSKS, an inter- 
national adventurer who suppoe<"^dly at one time was connected v;ith the 
Chinese Airforce and at still another time with the sirforco of a Central 
American country, probably Nicaragua. Sometimo in about 1S35 BILL first 
mentioned this individual to CKAI-tEEltS and thought of contacting LA1JI3 to 
dctenriine if any documents could be procured through him. CIIA^IBERS related 
he ViBS et a loss es to how to approach LAMB, but knew that the latter was 
li\ing somewhere in New York City. He then diecusBed the problem of ap- 
proaching LAL-B with ALGEh HIC3. The latter suggestod that ho be allowed 
to contact LAI/.B and this v/as done. For this purpose, ALCSK HISS ca/ne to 
Hew York City and effected a meeting, probably in a hotel in tlew York City.

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After the arrival of BORIS BYKOy^in the apparatus scene, 
CHAi!BKKS discussed this episode with him. BYKOV expressed an eager desire 
to approach LAVB, but stated that ALGER HISS under no circur.stanc^ should 
be involved in this matter.

He rushed back to New York and looked them up. l/AFOf K. BELL 
had written the national office of the party that GOKv'AN was Roing to tr^ke the 
speech and deliver the resolution (which she had written), and enclosed copies, 
STAQJEL did not take it seriously. j 

During' the next year or two, PAUL CROUCi^he individual who furnished 
the signed statement, saw much of KARY and of KPAllCIS OOHJ.'AN; sometimes staying 
at GOH?^AN»S hotel, sometimes as a guest of MARY'S father, on frequent trips to 
Ufashington for discussions of textile problems. OOR?.CAM once came to Greensboro, 
North Carolina, to dlecuss details of textile drive with CROUCH'S wife who was 
then working in a textile mill and active in UTW. JIARY GOR!/AN would come down 
to North Carolin?. t/> attend meetlnps of the Conrminlst Party State Committee 
when textile chatters were taken up. 

I'ARY GO.WAN was described as a penius on organizational matters and 
details of strategy. A hard worker and full of energy, she did most of the de- 
tailed work of GOH.'AN'S office. Ke often followed her advice on major questions. 

When HILU.'AN offered a large amount of money from Amalgamated funds 
for a drive in textile on conditions that he should have a controlling hand 
in it, the party insisted that GOR'IAN accept and sign the terras. It was a 
mistake for GOIC.'AN and for the party. SIACHEL thought they were Just sacri- 
ficing G0R:/AN, but HILLYAN kicked the party as well as COHJ.'AW out of the drive. 
Later, COHJ^AN went back to the AFL, and helped reorganize the UW. It is be- 
lieved that he now has some job working for the State of New Jersey. 

MAHY OOPi'AN became editor of the official paper of the Korkers Alli- 
ance. She has not been heard from since 1938, and it is not known whether or 
not she is still in the party. 

Upon reinterview, informant CROUCH stated that the only other infor- 
mation he could recall concerning >1ARY BELL GORJ'AN not contained in his signed 
statement, is that lire. OORl'AN would occasionally be invjted to the Tfhite House 
affairs, and that she would furnish detailed reports of information gathered 
there to JACK STACIEL. Mrs. OORl'AK also told C:«3UCH that her club in the Com- 
munist Party included several State Department employees. 
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It is to be noted that PHAfJCIS J. GOnMAN has been affiliated with 
5ix Coai;r.uniet Front Organizations and at one time r.as placed on the Key FiJure

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On March 29. 1949, J. DAVID iVHITTAKER CHAl-^BEI^ accompanied 
by SA FRANK J. GALLAMT and the writer, proceeded to Plymouth, Coa-iecticut, 
to view the Hosford homo which is located oq the outskirts of Plymouth, 

Accordini: to New Haven letter of Karch 2, 1949, the Hoaford 
hone was used as a tourist house in 1937 and accordinc to SA JOICI C. CARR 
of the Sen Haven office, closely resembled the general make-up and locality 
or the tourist hone descr/led by CHAJIBSRS wh>^ the latter ia alleged to 
have visited «ith ALGFJ^nd PRISCJLLA His/<la August of 1937, It is to be 
noted that the gueat register for the Hosford hooe had previously been ob- 
tained and sent to the FBI Laboratory. The Laboratory, however, Trras unable 
to IdentlPv' the handwritinf. of guests' signatures for the pertinent period 
as belnp identical with the handwriting of ALGER or PRISCILLA HISS or V/HITTAK.ER 
aiAVBKRS. 

Af.ent CARR was picked up in front of the Post Office at Thoraaston 
at li30 PW, March 29th and all imnediately proceeded to the Hosford home. Mr. 
CHAMBERS made a detailed survey of the Inside of the home as well as the out- 
side of this house and the approaches thereto. He stated conclusively that 
this was not th«^ tourjst hone where he stayed in 1937 with ALGER and PRISCILLA 
HT55I — fho agents, together with CHAI^BERS, thereafter proceeded to the general 
area in Thomas ton bounded by Route 202, Park Avenue, the River and the Seth 
Thomas Clock Company which CHAI.^EEHS has previously pointed out as being the 
most likely area in which instant tourist house was located. After observing 
several streets in this area he came to the conclusion that, to the best of 
his recollection, this general area most resembled the terrain and general 
make-up of the locality which he visited in 1937, 

SA CARR advised that the Mew Haven Office had anticipated mak- 
ing a house to house survey in the above described area but prior to doing so 
wanted to definitely establish whether CHAMBERS could identify the Hosford 
house. Agent CARR related that In view of CHAI4BERS' failure to identify the 
Hosford house that he understood the Hew Haven office would imnedlately etart 
a house to house survey in an attempt to Identify or eliminate this area as 
being the one in question. 
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Agont CAJIR volunteered that the City of Thoraaston has a daily 1)7^ 
newspaper named "Thomaaton rfewa". Thie Is a four sheet edition and 1« ' ' ' 
"strictly a local nev/s outlet." He apeculeted that it might be well to either 
place an advertieement or attempt to have the publiehera of this paper write 
an editorial soliciting information aa to the pereons operating touriot hones 
anJ their location in and around Thonaaton during the summer and fall of 
1937. 

Ajent CARR 'was cautioned that it would be advisable to obtain

In DUQ'JESK'E's apartment, a confidential infoxmant furnished an 
address book containing the notation "DEAN !• LAl/B, 27 Ue^t 88 Streets 
Evenings Schuyler 4-9507»'' A ©an by the name of DEAN !• LAJ.^B, believed to 
be identical, address 69 "est 71 Street, was interviewed in 1935 by the 
United States Attorney in connection with the flight of four ^\b.x\^z to 
South America* This case is entitled "CURTISS VfRIGHT EXPORT CORPORAHON, 
TAltPAj N&? ORLEANS, lAJZPICO AIRUITE, INC., VIOUHON OF NEaTR/XITT ACT." 

In the case entitled *JOIiN SEltAR FARNSV/ORTH, ESPIQt;AOE«, report of 
J« B.'Swenson, New loxic, dated July 25, 1936, there is set forth in 12 pages 
the result of ^x\ investigation of LAMB by C!1I» SA George J, Starr inter- 
viewed DEAN IVAN UMB, 27 IVest 88 Street, NY, in 1937. LAWB said at that 
time he had been approached, offered f2,500 a month to command an aviation 
squadron for the Loyalist forces* He said he did not get the job because 
it was determined he was anti*^onmunist# SA Starr stated he had been in 
contact with LAJ^B previously; considred him unreliable. 

LAK0was arrested in HI, according to the »»l^ew Yoric Daily Virror", 
December 1, 194 A by the District Attorney »5 Office in connection with a 
jewelxy con game, apparently. Someone had lost some Jewelry. L/JiB in 
some Bianner got hold of the Jewelry and for safe keeping turned it over to
